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(2) Subject to the provisions of sub-rule (1), the President may, an the 

advice of the Prime Minister, allocate the business of the Government 
of India among Ministers by assigning one or more departments to 
the charge of a Minister. 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (10 or sub-rule (2), the 

President may, on the advice of the Prime Minister,— 

(a) associate in relation to the business allotted to a Minister under either 

of the said sub-rules, another Minister or Deputy Minister to per¬ 
form such functions as may be assigned to him; or 

(b) entrust the responsibility for specified items of business affecting any 

of or more than one Department to a Minister who is in charge of 
any other Department or to a Minister without Portfolio who is not 
in charge of any Department."
